No. 5 OF 1969 

Promulgated bj’ the Vice-President acting as President in tbe 
Twentieth Year of the Republic of India. 

An Ordinance to amend the Press Council Act, 1065. 

Whereas Parliament is not in session and the Vice-President acting as 
President is satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary 
for him to take immediate action; 

Now, THEREFORE, in exei'cise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
acticle 123 of the Constitution, the Vice-President acting as President is 
pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance; — 


1. (7) This Ordinance may be called the Press Council (Amendment) 
Oidinance, 1969,

(2) It shall come into force at once. 
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2. During the period of operation of this Ordinance, the Press 
Council Act, 1965 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), shall have 
effect subject to the amendment specified in section 3. 

3. In section 5 of the principal Act, after sub-section (1), the following 
sub-section shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(lA) Notwithstanding the exipiiy of the period of office specified 
by sub-section (1), read mth sub-section (4) or sub-section (5), as the 
case may be, the Chairman and other members holding office as such 
on the Ist day of July, 1969, shall continue to hold such office until 
the 31st day of March, 1970: 

Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall apply to a member 
who ceases to be a member before the 31st day of March, 1970, by 
reason of the provisions of sub-section (2), or whose term of office 
expires before that date by reason of the provisions of sub ■ 
section (5).”.
